The styles of the two men 
are decidedly different. Baker flings

There is regular class of caddies 
in this country; nor is one wanted. 
There is no room here for the pictur- 
esque and frowsy yowths and men 
who haunt the Scottish links and are 
licensed, like hackmen, by the town 
authorities. These cheerful characters 
are content to be caddies all their 
tives and the height of their ambition 
is to gain an extra fee by giving les- 
sons to beginners. 

They seldom become essionals; 
the players of note being recruited 
from artisans who take to the game 
or from the apprentices at club-mak- 
ing. In this country the caddies are 
school boys; who carry clubs at odd 
times on the links to add to their 
pocket money. They go from school to 
clerical work or trades and some of 
them return to the links as amateur 
golfers in later years. 

Profess.onal golf has had few allure- 
ments to the caddies, who have had 
the keen eye for the future character- 
istic of bright young Americans; but 
whenever a good job has been retealed 
there has been a home bred to fill it.

BODY FOUND NEAR REDONDO 
REVEALS MURDER. 


Head Has Hole in Top and Skull 
le Cracked—A Blunt instrument 
Probably Used—Clothing That of 
Laborer—Money in Pockets—Slain 
Man Probably a Petty Boss. 


An old murder was uncovered at 
Redondo yesterday morning with the 


finding of a horribly-decomposed body , 


in a guich a mile east of the town. 

As a gang of men belonging to the 
grading camp were on, their way two 
work, ‘they discovered this dried-up 
corpse, half covered with leaves and 
eucalyptus bourhs.
